Claims 1 , 3 and 5 recite: 

A first emergency through hold and a second emergency through hole, each 
provided in an apparatus casing. 

This limitation, in combination with the limitations of the other claims, is neither 
anticipated, nor rendered obvious by any prior art of record. 

The closest reference, Ming-Hui et al (US PG-Pub 2003/0002421), provides 
locations for two emergency holes on the case, however, each of these two positions 
are not used in the same embodiment. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex 
parte Quay/e, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213, (Comm'r Pat. 1935).
